STORY OP THE WALDENSES. 


The Descendants of People TTlio TV«r« 


Persecuted for Religion. 


The Bev. Dr. Teofilo Gay, minister oi 


the Waldensian church, in Borne, is a 
small, black bearded man, who in ap 
pearance and speech might be mistaken 
for a German rather than an Italian. 
Hia,Engliah, spoken in fall, round voice 
is fluent and clear. An idea of his work, 
aa given by himself, is as follows: 


Yon have all read of the unhappy Wal- 


denses. Long ago .they fled from their 
homes in Switzerland- across the lofty 
Alpa and down into'our Italian valleys, 
there to find a refuge'from persecution 
and a cluster of their own brethren. 
For, years previously, a branch of the 
Woldensian church had been established 
on-the Italian side of the mountains. 


In the dark centuries of the Middle 


Ages our forefftthftfB would accept noth 
ing but the Biblu, which was their 
strength and joy, and at the game time 
the-cause to them of sore trials and 
illations. The Waldenses have always 
believed and felt that the Bible was 
worth far more than anything else, anc 
in that belief they have never faltered. 


Even in the earliest times they had a 


theological school, is which tk» students 
learned by heart whole books pf the 
Bible. Then, leaving their nativo val 
leys, they journeyed over the-mountains 
to their colony in Calabria, acting as 
colporteurs on the road. You know how 
they entered the castles as merchants of 
gems- and precious stones, and how, ex- 
tolling fio Word of God tat phg most 
precious gem of all, they left the goo<3 
book with many a great lord and lady 
who bad hardly hoard of it before. 


The CaJabnan colony was destroyed 


by the Inquisition, but the Fiedjnoj; 
valleys survived the persecutions—tbs 
thirty-three terrible persecutions to 
which they were subjected—until they 
were finally liberated less than half » 
century ago. 


You have heard, too, of the fearfu 


Waldensian massacre, after wbteh only 
4,000-out of 14,000 prisoners escaped te 
the mountains, ;and of the "glorious re- 
turn of our fathers" to 'their valleys in 
1689. 
That event, the most celebrated 


in our history, was commemorated by 
our people on the occasion of the 200tb 
anniversary. 


Today, on three valleys nestling to- 


gether on the Italian side of the Alps 
very near to Turin, thecapital of the olc 
Piedmont, there are 80,000 Waklei 
descendants of the early champions- *cd 
the faith. 


Napoleon the Great, when he was 


crowned king of Italy, earned our last- 
ing gratitude by granting tis land and 
privileges beyond any we had before en- 
joyed. He then declared that tha return 
of our fathers was the most wonderful 
feat in military history, and Napoleon, 
with all his faults, was an expert in mil- 
itary affairs. 


Charles Albert, king of Savoy, when 


he-gave his people a new constitution—- 
now the constitution of Italy—in 1848 
was obliged to grant civil and religious 
emancipation to the Waldenses, and it 
was only at that date that-onr struggles 
ended and our new era of happiness And 
prosperity began. 


We have now, in our chief settlement, 


a theological school and a high school 
for, young ladiss, and Waldensian schools 
we .have everywhere. Traveling through 
oar valleys you will at once guess you 
are in a Christian country. Yon will see 
children going to Sunday school with 
their New Testaments under their arms. 
You will see men and women, dressed 
in holiday costume, coming down from 
the mountains to go to church. You 
will find the valleys dotted with the edi- 
fices devoted to our pure and simple 
worship. 


We don't leave our valleys. When 


2,000 or 3,000 Waldenses went away 
across; the seas to found a colony in Uru- 
guay people predicted the depopulation 
of our-native land; but there is no dan- 
ger of that. Our mountains are not 
elastic. They will not hold more than 
30,000 peop!eNwithin their high and ever- 
lasting1 walls. Some of the Waldenses, 
therefore, are compelled from time to 
time to emigrate. 


But, though :se]iarated from us by 


thousands of miles of earth and ocean, 
the colonists in Uruguay form one of 
the-aeventeen parishes of the church of 
the -valleys, and send a deputy every 
September to our synod. 


Ootsideof our own territory we have 


planted theMeed of our faith, and reaped 
abundant fmit in ninety-seven different 
places throughout Italy, including all 
the large cities and many less important 
towns.—Boston Herald.

the enormous and profligate expenditures, 
in times of peace for ships, fortifications 
and munitions of war. 


Ha says, and facts substantiate the asser- 


tion, "that the capacity of the United 
States to create a navy in ao emergency 
was demonstrated in the rebellion. 
Eu- 


ropean nations have been conducting thest 
expensive experiments hitherto and th. 
•hips of 1880 are already antiquated 
Dynamite and other explosives complicate 
the situation, and the navy we are DOW 
building at a cost of $50,000,000 will be at 
worthless in 1900 as Roman galleys. Eng 
laud, France and Italy would gladly sell u.- 
their floats at 50 per cent, of their cost. 


" The millions we ore now squandering 


on vessels had better be spent fer earth- 
works and powerful guns to commano 
every roadbed, channel and harbor whiol 
a hostile fleet could threaten or assail. I 
there any necessity for spending millions 
every year for naval defense? 
Our polioj 


is pneiflo. Our only enemy is England and 
she is under bond to keep the peace. 
Nc 


other nation is so vulnerable, and none sc 
detested. She has incurred the resentmen1 


of the human race, by centuries of injas 
tioe. Eugland kicked us when we were 
helpless and feeble; she sacked and burned 
a defenseless capital; she kicked Ireland, 
she kicked Egypt; she kicked the Hindoos, 
Zulus, Boors, Chinese, but she is not in 
the habit of kicking her equals." 


Had lagalls, as Senator from Kansas, 


expressed on the floor o£ the Senate, what 
he now writes to a newspaper as a private 
citizen, his words would have had some 
effect in preventing the lavish expenditure 
of the peoples' money for vessels which be 
admits will be useless for the purpose ol 
defense in a few years, but like many of 
our Nevada statesmen, he is a different per- 
son ago as a private citizen from what he 
was as Senator. 


dace expenses were more emphatic in its 
platform last year than ever before.

King Alphonso'g Treasure.

SAN FBANOIBCO, March 9.—A dispatch 


from Pittsburg last night stated that the 
First National Bank of Pittston had re- 
ceived a letter from a Spanish priest telling 
of treasure belonging to the late King Al- 
phonso, which was buried in Luzprne 
•onnty, Pennsylvania. The story bears 
the remarkable resemblance to a letter re- 
ceived nearly two years ago by a San Fran- 
cisco gentleman. The letter was dated 
Lagunto near Valencia, Spain, April 4, 
1889, and was signed M. Del Bio. 
It told 


of a prisoner, namrd Trederiqne Val, who 
had buried the tieasnre in the United 
States, The letter was very vague and 
great secrecy was enjoined. The gentle- 
man answered the letter, and in return re- 
ceived another letter, this time signed 
Frederique Vul.

The Great Irish Famine. 


As winter advanced the distress grew 


deeper and fiercer. It was a hard winter, 
cold rains and snows alternating. To 
famine and fever was added cold. Hun- 
dreds of cabins in County Cork had 
nothing on their earth floors save a few 
rotten bundles of straw—not a blanket, 
"not a stick of furniture." Neither 
could the people afford in many cases 
even the cheap peat fires. The men 
tramped barefoot through the snow to 
the relief works. Their rags hardly cov- 
ered their bones. It was the commonest 
thing in the world formen to be "struck 
with the cold" and die in a day or two. 


All over the country men and women 


could be seen "redigging the potato 
grounds, in hopes Of finding some few 
remaining." They were bending over 
the fields which the sheep had deserted, 
trying to find turnip roots. Families 
were known to have lived for weeks "on 
the flesh of horses that had died." 


A SMbbereen man with a family of 


five had nothing for them all to eat from 
Saturday to Thursday except eleven and 
one-half pounds of potatoes and a head 
of cabbage. He walked several miles to 
the works and the superintendent gave 
Vnm apiece of bread; he tried to swal- 
low it and dropped dead,—Octave Tha- 
net in Century.
